Lat year he bad transferred 
hia quarters to the temple where his sseociates 
wore arrested, and had since ‘been engaged in 
enlisting members. ‘This staf¥ consisted of two 
directors, one manager, and several subordinate 
office-boarers, All the mombers of tho sooioty 
took an oath of allegiance, scoompanind by the 
cerumony.of splitting in twain a roll of Hghtad 
incense slicks and of drinking a mixture com- 
posed of wing and the blood of 2 cock. The 
temple which formed their head-quarters hod 
been selected for the purpose on account of its 
secluded position, and tha huts around.bad been 
arectod to shelteranch ofhia300 followers as could 
vot find accommodation in the building itself.

Ho was thoro- 
vim geigd, put on board tha Spanish ship, and 
ncilorad to be imprisoned tor fiftnon days, ashe 
was told, but this tarm of confinement was after- 
wards oxtandad to two months. Asto how ho 
was treatod during this time, we have no in- 
formation, but Spanish imprisonment ia pro- 
yerbial for ita uosaroury aconmpaniments, to put. 
it in the mildest way. On the 16th June the 
augost individnal who ruled as Yoveranr deter. 
‘nined thet Mr. Dono was an undesirable parson 
to remain on the island, that -he should bo de- 
ported to Manila; and there tried on tha various 
‘charges montioaed. He was burried on board 
the war-ship which straightway yteamed away 
for Manila. On arrival there Vr. Done ‘was 
fortunate enourh to get 6 note sent to the U.9. 
Consul, Mr. Voigt. After this ho had an inter- 
view. with the Spanish Governor-Gonoral who 
treated him inthe manner which bis years and. 
meritorious life doservad, aid the ontoomea of 
the intarview, and presnmably the action of the 
Amorioan Consul, wan that bis Highness ‘ the 
Cinvornor of Ponape’s tyrannical action was 
entirely disapproved of by his superior, and he 
was to be, and is probubly by thin timo, deposed, 
On the voyags to Manila, Mr. Dono | wrote 
tho partioulars of his arrest to Dr. Galok who 
received the letter.over-a week ago, aud at ono 
{ostitated steps on bis bebalf. Dr. Gulick put 
himself into communication with the U.S, Aa- 
miral of the Station, and with Ganeral Kennedy, 
U.S, Consnt-G- oral.for China; bat as a saoond 
Iotter, which |. vad in Shanghai on. Saturday 
last, showed th through the goud semse of the 
Governor-General st Manile the matter had been 
amicably sottled, further intervention was un- 
necessary, Had it not bron for this a vory grave 
dispute betwaen the great Repablio and the 
prondest court in Exropo might have bean the 
raenlt Two years ago when the sabject of these 
jslanda was in debate betweon Spain and Germa- 
uy the U8.

Tho vessel was making bad weather of 
it, but the two elephants could be seén forward, 
having by all appearances not suffered from any 
sea malady; in fact takiog ital in ss rognlor old 
sailors. On tho 3ist, at 4 p.m. the Ningpo an- 
ohored at the Taiohow islands with atrong braze 
and high sea, with barometer at 29.44. .On tha 
Ist August she weighed anchor aud proceeded, 
with strong brooze and squally weather, which 
inoreased in vislenca, and the vessel commenced 
to work heavily, At 8.45 the foratopmast carried 
away, coming down with a frightful crash, so sha 
promptly put back to the Taichow gronp sud at 
am, anchored there.
